BOBBY GENE MOORE, 865 43rd Stiuet, Oakland , 
California, was interviewed at his home. He stated that 
ha desired to furnish information regarding JACK UJBY , who 
ho had known in Dallas, Texas . Ha stated that he had ob- 
sarvad an interview on television with an associate of RUBY 
in which the associate said that RUBY had no gangster con- 
nection* . “MOORE furnished the following information: 

Ha was raised in Dallas, Texas, having been 
boro in that city on December 12, 1927. About 1951 or 
1952, ha was living at a rooming house at 1214 Boll Street, 
Dallas. This house was at the rear Of Hill'* Liquor Store 
at the corner of Rost Avenue and Boll Street. Thi* liquor 
store was a front for a bookie-type operation where bets 
were ta k e n on all types of athletic events and horse race*. 
It was operated by a man named HILL, first unknown, 

and his son. This gambling place was patronized by most 
of the gambling element in Dallas and RUBY was a frequent 
visitor. MOORE did not know whether or not RUBY was actu- 
ally connec t ed with the operation of rh«»> gar»h 1 -? r>g place or 
was merely a participant. 

During that time KDORE was employed by Cirello 
and LaMonte Italian Importing Company , 3400 Ross Avenue. 

>2D0R£ suspected that his employers, JOSEPH CIRELLO and FRANK 
LA MONTE, were engaged in racket activities because on oc- 
casion they would not allow him to open certain cartons con- 
taining cheese imported from Italy, although that was his 
alleged job. It was his opinion, based on this, that they 
might be importing narcotics. He had no additional informa- 
tion to substantiate this. RDEY was alee a frccucnt visitor 
and associate of CIRELLO and LA MONTE. 

Two officers, CHARLIE SANSONE (PH) , white, male, 
American, about 40, a detective in the Dallas Police Depart- 
ment, and MARVIN BLUNT, a Texas State Policeman, were regular 
patrons at Hill's Liquor Store and MOORE felt that they were 
obviously either aware of the g«mbHn g action if they were 
•not actually involved. 


Judge O’BRIEN, a Municipal Judge in Dallas, was 
a friend of CIRELLO and LA, MONTE and MOORE frequently put 
hf?ma and other food staffs In O'BSTEN' s car at their request.
